That season, he won five major 
stakes at five different tracks, all at 
1 1/16 miles or more, all under top- 
weight or co-topweight, and by an 
average margin of nearly six lengths. 

As an indication of his versatility, 
Robin's Bug also took seven races at 
six furlongs or less, and he set a record 
in the $30,000-added, 1 1/8-mile Fair- 
mount Derby. 

Quick, courageous, and sound, he 
won 18 races, placed in 17 more, 
scored seven added-money victories 
and was on the board in eight other 
stakes.

For the benefit of MONTGOMERY GENERAL HOSPITAL 
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Hazel L Welsh, Master of Foxhounds for 
the Howard County Hunt Club, estimates that 
he spends 95 per cent of his time from late 
summer to early spring on matters pertaining 
to foxhunting. 

"Every day," says the 58-year-old retired oil 
company executive, "there’s a fire to put out. 
You ask me why I take the flack, what moti¬ 
vates me; and I really can’t answer the question. 
All I can say is that I must enjoy it, or I 
wouldn’t be doing it.” 

Mrs. Welsh says she’s glad her husband is 
happy doing what he likes to do, but adds: "If 
it isn’t a problem with a lost hound, then it’s 
a problem with a horse or a member of the 
field or the budget or something. Chick is 
working as hard today as he was when he was 
with the American Oil Company. 

"We can’t even go out to a New Year’s Eve 
party because Chick has to hunt on New Year’s 
Day. With him everything revolves around the 
hounds. You ask why a man would take on a 
job like that? Well, I’d like to know the answer 
to that question, too.” 

Mr. Welsh, a charmingly gregarious person, 
was elected Joint Master of Howard County 
to serve with C. Oliver Goldsmith in 1971. The 
following year Welsh became the club’s Master, 
and since then (except when grounded by a 


broken back) has hunted twice a week, every 
week during the hunting season. 

Charles (Johnny Bill) Linton is Howard 
County’s huntsman and only full-time employee. 
The club boasts 64 hunt memberships, 58 asso¬ 
ciate members and 46 hounds. Recognized in 
1932, the club is located on 80 acres of land 
near Glenelg. Physical assets include a club¬ 
house, barn, kennels, two show rings and a 
house trailer in which Linton lives with his 
wife and children. 

Managing the club is a 12-person board of 
governors which has appointed an executive 
committee consisting of the club’s president, 
Asa C. Sharp, Jr.; vice-president Maj. Gen. 
Edwin Warfield; treasurer J. Rodney Graves; 
secretary John Vaeth and the MEH, Mr. Welsh. 
This group annually expends about $22,000 
on its property, employees and hounds. 

"We have a waiting list,” says Mr. Welsh. 
"All classes of membership were closed in 
October, 1973. We take in new members now 
only when a vacancy occurs.” 

What are the rewards as far as Mr. Welsh is 
concerned? 

"Well, first of all,” says the man who was 
district manager of the American Oil Com¬ 
pany’s Washington area when he retired at age 
45, "I love to hunt. It’s a lovely way to spend 




a day. I enjoy the formality of it. The pagentry. 
And the good manners of the people I’m 
associated with. There’s always a little bit of 
risk involved, too. As one of my whips, Roger 
Scullin, says: 'if it isn’t chancy, it isn’t fun.’ 

"All that I’ve ever learned about foxhunting 
I got from Tom Mott. And I like to think I’m 
carrying on the traditions the way he would 
have wanted if he were still alive. Foxhunting 
is something you have to feel—you don’t have 
to be born to it, but you do have to understand 
some of the less obvious problems. 



"As for me, I was born on a dairy farm in 
Norbeck, Md., about 25 miles from Washing¬ 
ton. My grandfather, James Edward Welsh, 
and his brother had come here from Ireland 
during the potato famine. They formed a con¬ 
struction company and specialized in building 
roads. One of their biggest projects was paving 
Seventh street (now Georgia avenue) in Wash¬ 
ington. After they made some money, my 
grandfather bought a 700-acre farm on Rock 
Creek near Norbeck. The farm was named Cray- 
croft. My father, James Buchanan Welsh, in¬ 
herited 365 acres of it after his father died. 

"I remember as a boy around 8 or 10 years 
old hearing hounds being run by the night 
hunters. I couldn’t stand to hear those hounds 
and not be a part of it. So I used to go out with 
them. My job was to keep their camp fire 
burning. They’d sit around that fire telling 
stories and drinking whisky. I’d sop up all the 
stories, feeling that I couldn’t wait until the day 
when I got my own hounds. 

"Those night hunters were mostly four peo¬ 
ple—Uriah Horner, Charles Clagett, Walter 
Johnson (the great baseball pitcher) and Everett 
Bell. Uriah used to keep most of the hounds. 
Had them living in the house with him. I re¬ 
member his horn, too—it was an old cow horn. 

"My first contact with foxhunting as we 
know it now was one day when the family was 








going to church. I saw old Mr. Mott and Col. 
Tom Cole riding past the church with a pack 
of hounds. Mr. Mott later (1932) organized 
the Redland Hunt Club. Redland is the prede¬ 
cessor of Goshen. 

"Mr. Mott kept his hounds at the farm 
which adjoined ours. John Fraley (father of 
Goshen’s present huntsman Frank Fraley) was 
their huntsman. Later, his son Morris was 
huntsman, then Frank. 

"With the hounds so close, it wasn’t long 
before I was riding with Redland. Then I was 
appointed to the staff. I whipped hounds behind 
Frank for eight years—from when I was 15 to 
23. 

"When Mr. Mott became ill, Bill Carl was 
made Master. It was Bill Carl who organized 
Goshen when Mr. Mott made a comeback a 
couple of years later. Dick Hutchinson (owner 
of the Laurel harness track) became Master of 
Redland after Mr. Mott died. I whipped behind 
Dick for a couple of seasons, then quit hunting 
completely when my company transferred me 
to Virginia.” 

As a young executive in charge of the Ameri¬ 
can Oil Company’s Warrenton-Culpepper area 
(he went to work for the firm at 19 after 
graduating from Strayer’s Business College), 
and with a growing family of four children, 
Welsh found that he had neither the time nor 
the money for his favorite sport. 

"Of course my wife (the former Louise Ash¬ 
ton) always knew that I was wrapped up in 
horses and foxhunting. I remember that we 
met on a blind date in 1938 and she was intro¬ 
duced to me right in the middle of a hunt race 
being run over our farm. I said hello and turned 
my attention back to the race. After all one of 
the horses in the race was mine. Well, Louise 
has never let me forget that incident. She says 
I ignored her on our first date.” 

Married in 1940, Louise and Chick now have 
four children—Ashton, Melissa Fitzgerald, Mary 
Ann Bounds and Thomas Michael. Both boys 
work for the Metro Fuel Company in Washing¬ 
ton. Ashton, the oldest at 34, has four step¬ 
children. Melissa has one child and Mary Ann 
two. Thomas, 23 is still a bachelor. 

"It was Mary Ann,” recalls Chick, "who got 
me interested again in hunting. I guess she was 
about 14 at the time and it was probably ten 
years since I had hunted.” 

Soon after Chick and his daughter began 
hunting, the father decided that he needed a 
larger place. That was how in 1962 he came 
to purchase Rigan McKinney’s Blarney Farm 
in Woodbine. Judy Johnson moved into the

farm’s tenant house, taking over operation of 
the training track and horses. “I had a few race 
horses and a few broodmares,” recalls Chick, 
“but Judy was a public trainer and most of her 
horses were owned by other people. 

“Judy stayed with us for about eight years— 
almost up until the time she became ill. 

“After she left there didn’t seem to be much 
point in me trying to maintain those whole 
100 acres. So I cut out six acres for a new house 
for Louise and myself and sold the rest to Don 
Bradley. He’s training horses on the place and 
it suits him just fine. 

“Meanwhile, on my little place I built a five- 
stall barn. I’ve got four hunters and one brood¬ 
mare. That’s plenty to keep me busy.” 

Mr. Welsh (who attended classes in a one- 
room schoolhouse until he was 10 years old) 
has worked hard in recent years upgrading the 
quality of both his horses and the Howard 
County Hunt Club’s hounds. 

“We have a Cross-Bred pack,” says the Mas¬ 
ter. “We use an English stallion on a purebred 
American bitch. We’ll breed back to the Cross- 
Breds for one generation and then stop. We 
breed three bitches every year and get 18 to 20 
puppies. We need 12 to 15 hounds each year 
just for replacements. This year we had 21 new 
entries and 19 of them are hunting successfully. 

“The English stallion contributes size and 
nose. The Americans have great voice. General¬ 
ly speaking, the Americans are fine boned. 
They’re wonderful at getting through wire 
fences. The English are more likely to run mute. 
They’ll frequently be the first ones to strike, 
though.” 

Assembled by Mr. Welsh for his staff (in 
addition to the professional huntsman, Charles 
Linton) are five honorary whippers-in: Mary

Cubbing begins traditionally on September 
1 with the hounds going out three days each 
week at 7 a.m. The opening meet is held on the 
last Saturday in October. The season runs 
through the end of March with two meets 
each week. 

Additionally, there is at least one social 
function in the clubhouse each month, plus 
such extracurricular events as a horse show 
(September) and race meeting (March). If 
not in charge of all of these activities, Mr. 
Welsh is at least on every committee. Never 
is a major decision made without his judg¬ 
ment being sought.

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New Bolton’s Dr. Klide 
Is Using Needle Therapy 
But Makes No Predictions

In a research stall at the University of 
Pennsylvania’s New Bolton Center, Dr. Alan 
Klide inserts two long needles into a horse’s 
right leg and shoulder. A mild electric current 
runs through the needles for the next 20 
minutes, until the veterinarian decides to "test” 
his patient. 

First, he pinches some skin on the horse’s 
back with pliers, and then he scrapes his rib 
bone internally with another needle. 

It doesn’t seem to hurt. The acupuncture, 
in other words, seems to work. 

Dr. Klide, chief of anesthesiology at the 
University of Pennsylvania Veterinary School 
and Hospital, took a long time coming around 


to the idea that this kind of procedure was 
worth trying out on animals. And even now 
he shies away from predicting how much good 
it will end up doing. 

But this month the New Bolton clinic will 
start including acupuncture among the range 
of treatments it can give horses. 

"We don’t know where we’re going and 
we don’t know whether acupuncture will end 
up being useful to anybody for anything,” 
stressed Dr. Klide, who started doing the 
experiments last August after a symposium at 
the Hahneman Medical College in Philadelphia 
in April convinced him there might be some 
merit to the technique. He taught himself 
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the process mainly through reading descrip¬ 
tions, but pointed out that the basic idea of 
finding neurological areas and making injec¬ 
tions wasn’t "foreign” to him in the first place. 

"Im pretty sure it won’t end up being 
some super cure-all, but for some ailments, 
like navicular disease or ringbone where the 
alternatives right now are euthanasia or de- 
nerving, acupuncture seems like a reasonable 
thing to try,” he said. Other diseases that 
might possibly be treated with acupuncture are 
laminitis and chronic lameness due to degen¬ 
erative joint disease. 

Dr. Klide is conducting all the experiments 
himself, with the help of anesthesia technicians 
Caryl Baetjer and Jan Sherman. 


The first horses treated with acupuncture in 
the clinic will be screened and diagnosed by 
other veterinarians, who will then decide 
whether or not to enter them in Dr. Klide’s 
program. The other veterinarians will also 
follow up the results, to insure as much ob¬ 
jectivity as possible. 

"Whether or not we could ever make a 
lame horse sound enough for racing, I don’t 
know,” said the researcher. "I see the most 
practical application in riding horses, although 
I’m sure there are already people around race 
tracks ’hopping’ horses with acupuncture. 
Maybe they could race, and then we’d get 
into the whole legal problem. Is it a drug?” 
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ACUPUNCTURE 


Dr. Klide explained his ’working hypothesis" 
is that acupuncture "has to be related to the 
nervous system as we know it." Although vari¬ 
ous charts have been produced by Orientals 
showing the "points" where needles should go 
in and telling what needles in these specific 
points can be expected to cure in what specific 
part of the body, Dr. Klide believes "it’s not 
the specific point that’s critical but the fact 
that they are all close to major nerves." 

A needle anywhere in the general area, stimu¬ 
lating that nerve, would have the same effect 
according to his theory. But the needle alone 
is not enough to stimulate the nerve. That’s 
why Dr. Klide connects electricity to the 
needles (about 10 volts is enough for a horse),

but he said other acupuncturists have been 
known to twirl the needles, heat them, inject 
saline through them, or even burn plants 
nearby for the same sort of stimulation. 

One of Dr. Klide’s main goals is simply to 
learn as much as possible about animal acu¬ 
puncture, so he’s spent some time just testing 
out the points on horses (as well as guinea 
pigs and dogs) and also experimenting with 
different sized needles. 

"In humans, when the needle hits the appro¬ 
priate place there’s a feeling of warmth or 
heaviness because of the relation to the nerve," 
he explained. "A horse may be standing quietly 
and then jump and stand quietly again. That 
makes me feel I’m where I’d like to be." 

Acupuncture isn’t painless for horses or 
humans, Dr. Klide has observed. "It varies 
with the points and the size of the needles. 
I had a problem evaluating the thickness and 
width I needed in needles, but two companies— 
John M. Dean of Putnam, Conn., and Trueline 
instruments of Englewood, Colo.,—have been 
cooperative in adapting human acupuncture 
needles for us to try." 

Chinese-made horse acupuncture needles are 
unsatisfactory, Dr. Klide explained, because 
they tend to be quite large, for use on a 
horse that’s being physically restrained. "I felt 
putting a twitch on a horse would be contrary 
to the purposes of the experiments. Acupunc- 
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ture won’t end up being any use in this 
country if we have to hold horses down to 
use it; our anesthesia would obviously be better 
in that case.” 

In addition to the research and treatment 
angles, Dr. Klide hopes his experiments will 
determine whether or not acupuncture is a 
good way to produce analgesia (insensitivity 
to pain without loss of awareness). That’s 
what the horse with the pliers on his back and 
needle in his ribs seemed to be experiencing, 
and Dr. Klide has also done small surgery 
on another horse using acupuncture as an 
anesthetic. "The horse didn’t seem to mind 
anything except the suturing,” he said. "We 
don’t know whether it hurt or tickled when 
we were sewing him up.” 

The whole question of telling whether or 
not a horse is feeling pain is in fact more 
difficult than Dr. Klide thought it would be. 

Obviously you associate withdrawal, biting 
and kicking with an animal in pain, and you 
can also tell a lot just by looking at them 
and their facial expressions. But no one has 
ever come up with a generally accepted defini¬ 
tion of pain, even in humans, so on a deeper 
level it becomes very theoretical,” Dr. Klide 
said. 

He also pointed out that horses can be 
valuable subjects in the kind of research he’s 



doing, since unlike the pattern dogs and hu¬ 
mans often fall into, they don’t try to react 
a certain way in order to draw any sort of 
response from the researcher. 

How soon any of this research will end up 
having a practical effect on horse owners and 
their local veterinarians is still an open ques¬ 
tion as far as Dr. Klide is concerned. But 
he is already preparing a book in collaboration 
with a Chinese neuropathologist, Dr. Shiu H. 
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In collaboration with a Chinese 
physician. Dr. Klide intends to 
prepare book on their findings 

Kung, to help sort out some of the facts 
and fiction for veterinary practitioners. Dr. 
Kung is presently working in New York. 

"There are at least eight Chinese books 
dealing with animal acupuncture and making 
all sorts of claims, but they’re all written in 
Chinese,” said Dr. Klide. "A large part of 
the book will be translations of the Chinese 
material, but the levels will vary from strict 
translations to explanations of the basic mech¬ 
anisms involved. A lot of the Chinese diag¬ 
noses are very vague—'rheumatism of the front 
leg,’ for instance. This kind of information 
probably won’t end up being of much use to 
anyone, but right now the average veterinarian 
feels overwhelmed because he knows these 
Chinese books exist and he doesn’t know what’s 
in them. The goal of our book will be to 
provide in English as much of the world’s 
information on animal acupuncture as we can 
gather.” 


Called "Veterinary Acupuncture,” the book 
should be released by the University of Penn¬ 
sylvania Press next fall. 

But meanwhile it’s Dr. Klide’s concern that 
some unscrupulous, untrained, non-veterinarians 
may be "quacking up” the subject before he 
gets a chance to investigate it scientifically. 
"It’s such an odd business anyway; no one 
really knows how it works,” he admitted. "One 
of my worst fears is that it will get a bad 
reputation and legislation will be enacted 
against it before it’s been given a fair chance.” 

In Pennsylvania, only a licensed veterinarian 
is legally allowed to practice acupuncture on 
animals, but state laws vary and Maryland ap¬ 
parently has no legal decisions on the matter 
at all. A spokesman for the Maryland State 
Department of Agriculture, after consultation 
within his agency and the Attorney General’s 
office, said that "under Maryland law it’s not 
covered one way or another.” Tony Evans, of 
the MSDA, added that this was possibly the 
first time the subject had been raised, and his 
department may begin studying Pennsylvania’s 
restrictions to see if such laws could be put 
in the books here. 

"Right now,” said Dr. Klide, "anybody can 
buy a chart and needles easily in spite of the 
laws and go into business. And that’s unfair 
to everyone.” □

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Cleveland Skinker used to say that he 
bought his first horse in 1911 and then spent 
60 years trying to get even. 

When he died last February at age 89, the 
Marylander willed his 20 Thoroughbreds to his 
four children. And today his oldest, 59-year- 
old Dudley Skinker, says: "Were carrying on 
Dad’s tradition. By that I mean were still try¬ 
ing to get even.” 

Included in Cleve Skinker’s stable at the time 
of his death was Miss Spin, champion Mary¬ 
land-bred performer of the 1965 season. This 
12-year-old daughter of Spin and Happy Sort 
(by Tuscany) had won five stakes and over 
$177,000. She was the best horse ever bred at 


Add to that problem the fact that Northern 
Spin (a son of Northern Dancer) and Miss 
Impressive (a daughter of Impressive) have 
between them won only one race and the size 
of the Skinkers’ operational deficit becomes 
clearly apparent. 

"I just don’t know,” says attorney Dudley 
Skinker. "We’ve tried our best to do what was 
right but everything we touch seems to go 
wrong. For example, everybody knows that 
Northern Dancer is a champion sire and that 
everything by Northern Dancer can run. But 
our colt has made eight starts and hasn’t earned 
a dollar. Maybe we ought to castrate him. But 
that’s a tough decision. He’s by a champion

Skinker’s 177-acre Flamingo Farm in Brook- 
ville. 

Faced with tax problems and a resolve to 
dispose of all but their father’s best stock, the 
four Skinker heirs sold most of their horses at 
public auction following their father’s death. 
Today they have as holdovers from Cleve Skin¬ 
ker’s operation only Miss Spin and her two 
foals—Northern Spin, 4, and Miss Impressive, 
a 3-year-old. 

The thing that breaks the hearts of the four 
Skinker heirs (two sons and two daughters) is 
that Miss Spin has not produced a foal in three 
years. 


sire out of a Maryland-bred champion. A pedi¬ 
gree like that makes you think twice before 
doing anything drastic. 

"Dad always said that luck runs in cycles on 
the race track. Well if that’s true, we’re gonna 
get some awfully good luck before long. I’ll 
tell you, we’re due—maybe even overdue.” 

Dudley, who is secretary to the United 
States Court of Claims and before that was 
United States Marshal for the District of Co¬ 
lumbia, is a soft-spoken lawyer who tries to 
resolve problems on a logical basis. He and his 
brother-in-law, Joseph (Buddy) Roland, make 
most of the decisions pertaining to the horses. 
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They both own horses in their own name 
(each has two mares and two yearlings) in 
addition to those involved in the four-way part¬ 
nership. But Skinker and Roland are not 
nearly so concerned with their personal stock 
as they are with Miss Spin and her offspring. 

"I had always heard,” said Mr. Skinker, that 
the way to get ahead in this business was to 
breed good race mares to top stallions. So we 
did exactly that. We paid a $15,000 stud fee 
for Northern Dancer. When that colt was a 
yearling, we had him broken at Sagamore Farm. 
When the weather got cold, we sent him to 
South Carolina. 


"But after the disappointments we’ve had 
with Northern Spin, Fm not going to believe 
anything until it actually happens. Before he 
ever started Northern Spin worked five-eighths 
at Bowie in : 59 2/5 and went out six furlongs 
in 13 and change. We were so high on him 
we could hardly stand it. The colt even went off 
favorite in his first race.” 

That first race wasn’t a good one—Northern 
Spin was beaten almost eight lengths. But even 
worse is the fact that now after eight starts 
Northern Spin’s first race has become his best. 
He hasn’t been within eight lengths of the 
winner in a single subsequent start. 



"We conscientiously tried to do everything 
first class with Northern Spin. We handled him 
the way a stakes horse should be treated. We 
had dreams of winning big races with him and 
then retiring him here to Flamingo Farm as a 
stallion. 

"But so far, all we’ve had are bills and dis¬ 
appointments. 

"Actually, Miss Spin’s second foal (a filly by 
Impressive), isn’t half bad. She was a winner 
at Laurel last fall as a 2-year-old and we thought 
enough of her to send her to Florida for winter 
racing. John Friedman is training her, and he 
thinks she may turn into a stakes performer. 


Says Dudley: "After Miss Spin gave us two 
foals for the first two years, we thought we 
were in an awfully strong position. But then 
in successive years she came up barren to Na¬ 
tional, What Luck and Ruffled Feathers. There 
doesn’t seem to be anything wrong with her, 
either. We’ve had her examined by countless 
veterinarians, even going so far as to send her 
to the University of Pennsylvania.” 

With Miss Spin making herself less valuable 
with each passing year, Skinker and Roland 
have had to re-evaluate their position at Fla¬ 
mingo Farm. 
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"Maybe,” says the lawyer, "we’ll be forced 
to sell the farm for real estate development. 
Right now I just don’t know. None of the 
family lives here. Our farm manager is Leigh 
Hunteman. She lives in the house with her 
two assistants—Debbie Hansen and Patti Swift. 
Leigh is also training four horses at the track. 
Normally she’s John Friedman’s assistant 
trainer at the tracks but with him in Florida 
she’s in charge.” 

Cleveland Skinker purchased Flamingo Farm 
in 1929—"for either $ 10,000 or $16,000,” says 
his son. "We were never able to determine it 
definitely.” 

None of the Skinkers ever lived on the prop¬ 
erty, but for four decades it was a major 
Maryland horse farm. Paul Weaver managed 
the farm for many years, and it was there that 
John A. Manfuso stood his good stallion Spin. 

But today the barns, stables and fences are 
in need of repair. 

"Just look at the condition of those fences,” 
says Dudley. "To tell you the truth, I wouldn’t 
know where to begin. One thing is certain,

though. The horses will have to earn the money 
for any renovation project. 

"Buddy and I both have federal government 
jobs (Mr. Roland is a cartographer for the 
Defense Mapping Agency), and there’s not 
enough money in work like that to fix up a run¬ 
down horse farm. 

"The women in our family aren’t keen on 
horses, either. In fact my mother wouldn’t even 
let me go to the race track until I was over 20. 
She hated Dad’s interest in horses—once she 
even denied to an I.R.S. man that Dad owned 
any horses. 

"Right now my wife needs a new washing 
machine. And I have to tell her I can’t afford it 
because of the horses. 

"But I know from Dad’s experience how luck 
goes in this game. You can’t tell. In a couple 
of months the whole picture may change. If 
Miss Impressive turns out to be as good as 
John Friedman thinks she is ... if Northern 
Spin starts winning ... if Miss Spin gets in 
foal. 

"I’ve been around long enough to know that 
problems which seem serious today will be 
laughed at a couple of years later. When that 
happens I guess Buddy and I will be saying 
like everybody else seems to say: 'We haven’t 
made much money, but we sure have had a lot 
of fun out of racing.’ ”

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Sailingon Is Top Runner, 
Says B. Frank Christmas

If things go right, owner-trainer-breeder B. 
Frank Christmas will fly to California this 
month on the same airplane with his 4-year-old 
filly Sailingon for a $50,000 stakes race to 
be contested February 1 at Santa Anita. 

Winner of the $25,000 First Lady Handicap 
at Laurel on November 30 and the $20,000 
All Brandy on December 21, Sailingon is re¬ 
garded by her 77-year-old trainer as the "best 
horse I’ve had in a long, long time.” 

Since Mr. Christmas was also the breeder 
of Wakefield Miss (a 1968 foal who earned 
over $140,000), his praise of Sailingon is not 
to be taken lightly. "She’s better than Wake¬ 
field Miss,” adds B. F. "No question about it.” 

Asked next if Sailingon was the best filly 
he had ever owned, the veteran horseman 
paused, hemmed, hawed and replied: "She 
might be. I don’t know for sure. This mare’s 
a runner. I know that. But Idle Miss (a foal 
of 1934) was a runner, too.” 

The way Frank looks at it right now, Idle 
Miss (whom he claimed for $1,500 and went 
on to win four stakes with her) is still the 
best horse he ever trained. Sailingon is in 
second place and gaining. 

Foaled and raised at Mr. Christmas’ 140- 
acre Idle Miss Farm in Monkton, Sailingon 
is from the third crop of the syndicated stallion 
Sail On-Sail On. "I own 52 per cent of the 
shares in Sail On-Sail On,” says Christmas, 
"so when I want to raise his stud fee or move 
him to a different farm the only shareholder 
I have to talk to is myself.” 

Although Sail On-Sail On has been standing 
in Maryland throughout his brief stud career, 
the 1975 season will be his first at Merryland 
Farm. Advertised at a $1,000 live foal fee, 
the 11-year-old son of *Turn-to and Anchors 
Aweigh is reported by Mr. Christmas to be a 
hot property following multiple stakes wins 
this past fall by two of his foals. (The other 
stakes winner is Shore Patrol, winner of three 
stakes for owner Bill Purdey.) 

Says B.F.: "There’s not a better bred horse 
in the stud book than this one.” 


In addition to being by *Turn-to, Sail On- 
Sail On is out of a stakes-winning mare who 
produced stakes winners Never Bow ($415,- 
000) and Make Sail ($191,000). Make Sail 
is also the dam of $205,000-winner Captain’s 
Gig. 

Asked how he happened to buy Sail On- 
Sail On at a Hialeah auction in 1968, Mr. 
Christmas said: "I was looking for my own 
stallion to breed my own mares to and one 
good enough to syndicate. I was tired of send¬ 
ing mares to Kentucky and having them come 
home barren. So I saw this horse in the cata¬ 
logue and decided to go to maybe $50,000 or 
$75,000 for him. 

"When I looked him over before the auc¬ 
tion I thought he was the grandest looking 
horse you would ever want to see. Stands 
maybe 16.1. Good long neck. Like a swan’s. 
Good head. Good eye. Roger Laurin told me 
that Captain (Harry F.) Guggenheim had 
thought he might be one of the best horses 
he ever bred. He based that on his looks, his 
works and his general appearance of quality. 
But he got hurt in his third start. Was retired 
after winning only one race (in 1:10 4/5 at 
Saratoga). 

"Well, I go to the sale prepared to pay 
$50,000 to $75,000 for him, and I’ve got a 
partner named Morton Rosen who’ll go halves 
with me. Wasn’t nobody there at the sale. So 
I get luckv and buy him for nothing ($5,200). 
Could have sold him next day for a profit. 
But I wanted the horse.” 

For four years (1968 through 1971) Sail 
On-Sail On stood at Mr. Rosen’s Benray Farm 
near Westminster. The partners fell out eventu¬ 
ally, and by court order Sail On-Sail On was 
consigned to another public auction. 

So for a second time Mr. Christmas bought 
Sail On-Sail On. This second purchase of the 
stallion occurred in the Maryland Fall Sales 
at Timonium in 1971. Christmas was that 
time obliged to go to $16,500 to buy the horse. 

He then sold shares in Sail On-Sail On, 
being careful to retain more than 50 per cent 
control. 
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Asked how he had come to pick out Sail 
On-Sail On in the first place, B.F. replied: I 
was following the guidelines laid down to me 
years ago by Abram S. Hewitt. That man is 
the smartest in the country when it comes 
to breeding horses. He’s a genius. His theories 
are cast iron. 

"I’ve tried to tell other people like my son 
Billy to go down to Virginia and talk to old 
Hewitt. But everybody's too busy. Everybody 
knows too much. Me, I don’t know much, so 
I take heed to him. I try to tell Billy (William 
G. Christmas, immediate past president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association) to go 
down there and examine old Hewitt’s library. 
Talk to him. Let him smarten him up. But 
Billy won’t stay still long enough. He’s com¬ 
puter this and computer that. He don’t believe 
in facts.’’ 

Asked what guidelines Mr. Hewitt had laid 
down for him in purchasing breeding stock, 
B.F. replied: "Good bloodlines all the way 
through. Not flashes of quality. Consistent 
quality for generations. Good parents, good 
grandparents—good families. Take *Ribot 
for example. I grant you he’s sired some top 
borses, but he’s also sired some of the com¬ 
monest sonsofbitches in the world. Now before 
that horse came to this country old Hewitt 
warned me about him. Said there was a weak 
spot in his pedigree.” 

In view of Frank’s extremely high regard for 
Mr. Hewitt, it is not surprising to note that 
Both of Sailingon’s maternal grandparents were 
bred by Mr. Hewitt. 


Towson Town Gal, the dam of Sailingon, 
is by Cornwall out of Saracen Miss by Pilate. 
Both Cornwall and Saracen Miss were bred 
by Hewitt and both ran in claiming races. 

Says Mrs. Christmas: "Cornwall originally 
raced as a partnership horse for Mr. Hewitt 
and us. He was wind-broken and ran with a 
tube in his throat. We lost him in a claiming 
race then later Frank and I claimed him back 
for $3,500.” 

Saracen Miss was purchased by the Christ¬ 
mases from Hewitt in a package deal which in¬ 
cluded Laurania. Although she occasionally 
ran in claimers, she earned over $25,000 and at 
stud produced stakes winner and sire Towson 
who is still standing at stud at the Christmases’ 
Idle Miss Farm. 

Mrs. Christmas believes that Sailingon’s 
dam, Towson Town Gal, might have been of 
stakes caliber had she not run through a fence 
as a 2-year-old. 

"It happened in May in New Jersey,” says 
Mrs. Christmas. "The exercise boy didn’t tighten 
his girth. The saddle slipped and turned under 
her belly. She took off and tried to jump a 
fence. It took the vet (Dr. George Palmer) 
four and a half hours just to sew her up.” 

Returned to Idle Miss Farm after the acci¬ 
dent, Towson Town Gal was nursed back to 
health during the summer months. 

"She went on to win allowance races,” recalls 
Mrs. Christmas, "but her muscles would tighten 
up on her because of the accident. She was 
never really 100 per cent.” 




Mr. and Mrs. Christmas currently maintain 
six broodmares at their farm and have three 
newly turned yearlings. One of these yearlings 
(a filly by Sail On-Sail On out of Towson 
Town Gal) is described by B.F. as one of 
the best young horses he has ever raised. 

Mr. Christmas purchased Idle Miss Farm 
in 1940, naming it for the filly who won the 
Edgemere Handicap, Hannah Dustin Handicap, 
Ladies Handicap and Arlington Matron Handi¬ 
cap in his colors. The mare Idle Miss never 
saw the farm herself. She was destroyed after 
breaking a leg (’'she went into the race sound 
as a dollar”) in Laurel’s Washington Handicap. 

During his long career on the track, B.F. 
has trained "close to 20” stakes winners, in¬ 
cluding such as Some Chance, Silwall, Towson, 
Pylades, Your Alibhai, Wallofroses and Home 
to Papa. He and Mrs. Christmas are credited 
with having bred six stakes winners. 

Although Idle Miss Farm is only a few miles 
outside Baltimore, the Christmases do not live 
on the property. Frank and his wife, Mary, 
maintain their home in a suburban Towson 
community known as Wakefield. 

B.F. was, however, raised on a farm in 
Southern Maryland. 


The Christmas clan resided then in Upper 
Marlboro, their father having moved to Mary¬ 
land from Virginia. 

Says Frank: "My father had enough money 
to enjoy life. He had a few trotters that he 
raced at the fairs. But it was Dick (a younger 
brother, the late Donelson Chirstmas) who got 
us interested in flat racing. He bought a horse 
from a livery stable in Washington. That’s 
the horse that took us to the race tracks.” 

All four of the Christmas brothers (J. Yan¬ 
cey, Donelson and Edward A.) became pro¬ 
fessional trainers. Their only sister, Rhoda, also 
held a trainer’s license. 

Ed, the youngest, became the most famous, 
primarily through the exploits of the great 
Maryland-bred mare Gallorette whom he 
trained for William L. Brann. 

Of the four brothers, only Frank and 79- 
year-old Yancey survive. 

Both are going strong. 

In fact, the younger brother is planning to 
fly as the groom for his filly to California 
this month—like he says, "Why waste money 
on another ticket when she’s going to the 
same airport and I can ride free?” □

Ruffian Voted Best 
Two-Year-Old Filly 


-Tor the first time since Kelso won five 
consecutive Horse of the Year awards (I960 
through 1964), a Maryland owner will be 
honored this month at the Eclipse Awards 
dinner in San Francisco for campaigning a 
divisional champion. 

The champion is Ruffian, the best 2-year-old 
filly of the 1974 season. 

Owned and bred by Mr. and Mrs. Stuart 
S. Janney, Jr., Ruffian won all five of her 
1974 starts. Her smallest winning margin was 
two and a quarter lengths. 

Although Mr. and Mrs. Janney maintain 
most of their breeding stock at their Locust 
Hill Farm in Glyndon, Ruffian was foaled and 
mised at Claiborne Farm in Kentucky. She 
Is by Bold Ruler’s son Reviewer and is out 
°f Native Dancer’s daughter Shenanigans. Her 
trainer, Frank Y. Whiteley, Jr., is a Marylander. 

At season’s end, Ruffian had amassed $134,- 
073 in earnings. 

Mr. Janney is a member of one of Mary¬ 
land’s oldest families. Mrs. Janney is a daughter 
°f the late Mr. and Mrs. Henry Carnegie Phipps 
a nd is a sister of Ogden Phipps. Both Mr. and 
Mrs. Janney are deeply involved in the day- 
to-day operation of their small but highly suc¬ 
cessful Maryland horse farm. 

Ruffian is a half-sister to Icecapade, winner 
$256,468. The Janneys bred Icecapade and 
s °ld him late in his racing career for stud 
duty. Shenanigans, dam of the two major 
stakes winners, was herself a stakes-placed win¬ 
ner of $18,120. Shenanigans’ dam, Bold Irish, 
produced stakes winners The Irishman ($105,- 
375) and Knocklofty ($49,429). 

Mr. Janney is a former chairman of the 
Maryland Racing Commission, a former presi¬ 
dent of the Maryland Horse Breeders Associa-

tion and a former Master of the Green Spring 
Valley Hounds. Mr. Janney, himself, rode four 
winners of the Maryland Hunt Cup (1935, 
1942, 1946, 1947)—three of those victories 
coming astride his own horse, Winton. 

Upon retiring from the law firm of Venable, 
Baetjer and Howard as a partner in 1959, Mr. 
Janney increased his activity in the field of 
Thoroughbred breeding. 

Ruffian is the eighth stakes winner bred by 
the Janneys and the seventh to carry their 
colors in racing competition. 

Ruffian, regarded by most as the best juvenile 
filly to appear on the American scene in the 
last 20 years, won her racing debut by 15 
lengths at Belmont Park while equaling the 
track record for 5 l /2 furlongs. Her second start 
was the Fashion Stakes in which she again 
equaled the track record. 

Before the season ended for her in August 
at Saratoga the filly had won four stakes—her 
final one, the Spinaway, by 13 lengths. 

Sidelined for the balance of the season by 
a hairline fracture of the cannon bone in a 
hind leg. Ruffian is now back in training in

Northern Dancer Has Champ 

Maryland’s great sire Northern Dancer has 
come up with yet another champion, this one 
being the filly Broadway Dancer who was top- 
weighted among all juvenile fillies in France 
for the 1974 season in the French Free Handi¬ 
cap. 

Purchased by Daniel Wildenstein from the 
1973 Keen eland Summer Sales for $110,000, 
Broadway Dancer was assigned 130 pounds 
in the handicap. Two colts—Mariacci and 
Green Dancer—were weighted above Broadway 
Dancer. Mariacci, 133, is French-bred. Green 
Dancer, 131, is an American-bred by Nijinsky 
II. Nijinsky II is himself a son of Northern 
Dancer. 

Owned and bred by E. P. Taylor, Northern 
Dancer stands at Mr. Taylor’s Windfields Farm 
near Chesapeake City. His 1975 fee is listed 
as "private.” Last year he was advertised at 
$25,000 with no guarantees. 

In addition to Broadway Dancer, the 14- 
year-old stallion has sired nine other winners 
from his crop of 29 foals of 1972. Included 
in that group is Northerly, a Maryland-bred 
colt out of champion Maryland-bred Politely, 
the greatest money-winning Maryland-bred 
race mare in history. Northerly, owned and 
bred by Mrs. Richard C. duPont, broke his 
maiden last month at Belmont Park. 

Also credited with outstanding 2-year-old 
crops were the Windfields stallions Rambunc¬ 
tious and Impressive. Both sired 12 juvenile 
winners last year. In money earned by 2-year- 


olds campaigning in North America, Impressive 
topped all Maryland sires. Included among the 
winners sired by Impressive was Miss Impres¬ 
sive, a daughter of the Maryland-bred champion 
Miss Spin. Miss Impressive was a winner last 
month at Laurel. 

Maryland Drops Bute Ban 

The Maryland Racing Commission recently 
voted approval of a rule permitting the use of 
phenylbutazone for racing purposes at all 
Thoroughbred tracks in the state. The new rule 
still must be passed on by a legislative com¬ 
mittee in the state capital, and commission 
chairman J. Newton Brewer estimated that it 
would take some 90 days before the rule could 
be put into effect. 

The rule stipulates that phenylbutazone may 
be administered only by a licensed veterinarian, 
who in turn, must file a report with the state 
veterinarian. The rule places no restriction on 
the amount, the dosage, or on the time of ad¬ 
ministration, however, and the treated horses 
will not be listed for public notice. 

Bob Wag Dies At Panorama 

The 14-year-old Maryland stallion Bob Wag 
died last month at James J. Richardson’s 
Panorama Farm where he had been standing 
at stud. By Tim Tam out of Shawnee Squaw 
by Burg-El-Arab, Bob Wag is the sire of 
nearly 40 winners. Himself a winner, Bob 
Wag was owned by William G. Reynolds’ 
Clear Spring Stable of Crozier, Va. 
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Chamblin Elected President 

Tony Chamblin, publisher of the Horsemen’s 
Journal, was elected president of the American 
Horse Publications at the organization’s semi¬ 
annual meeting held last month in Las Vegas. 
Other officers elected were: Audie Rackley, 
Quarter Horse Journal, first vice-president; 
Walt Wiggins, Texas & Southwestern Horse¬ 
man, second vice-president, and Don Price, 
International Trotter and Pacer, secretary- 
treasurer. 

The two-day meeting featured a seminar in 
w hich the participants were John Bresnahan, 
executive director of the Thoroughbred Racing 
Associations; Dr. Edgar Berman, noted surgeon, 
Politician and horse breeder, and Chick Lang, 
general manager of the Pimlico race course. 
Also speaking were Jack Killion, president 
and publisher of Country Music magazine, and 
George H. Cardinet, Jr., equine coordinator of 
the American Revolution Bicentennial. 

Snowden Carter, editor of The Maryland 
Horse, conducted the meeting as the associa¬ 
tion’s retiring president. 

Capital Asset To Australia

Bred and raced by Meadow 
Stable, Capital Asset was weighted at 114 
pounds on the 1973 Experimental. His only 
stakes placing was a third-place finish last 
year in Laurel’s E. Taylor Chewning Handicap. 
His career earnings total $30,184. 

Son Excellence At Stymie Manor 

Wendell P. Rosso announced last month 
that his Son Excellence has been moved to 
Stymie Manor Farm where he will stand the 
1975 season as the property of a syndicate. 
Mr. Rosso purchased the *Sea-Bird colt as 
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What's New, continued 


a yearling in 1968 for $65,000. On the tracks 
Son Excellence won three races and placed 
in three stakes—the Ohio Derby, Lamplighter 
Handicap and Rosemont Stakes. He retired 
with earnings of over $30,000. The horses 
1975 fee will be $500 live foal. 

4-H Horses Declining 

Figures released by a USD A spokesman to 
the American Horse Council indicate that 4-H 
horse project enrollment was down in 1974. 
USDA attributes this decrease to the general 
economic picture in the U. S., noting that 
all large animal projects have been similarly 
affected. The 1974 trend is toward small animal 
care and training as reflected in the growth of 
canine projects. 

Despite the decrease, the number of young 
people participating in horse projects is still 
greater than the number in beef and swine 
combined. 

Sale Entries Close Feb. 14 

Owners of two-year-olds are reminded that 
entries for Maryland’s first annual Two-Year- 
Olds in Training Sale will close on February 14. 

The sale will be held in Timonium’s sales 
pavilion on Thursday, May 15, as part of 
Preakness week activities. 

Although the sale is to be sponsored by the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association, there 
is no restriction as to where the entrants were 
bred. All nominees will, however, be screened 
by a committee representing the MHBA and 
the Fasig-Tipton Company. 

Rules pertaining to the sale require that all 
entrants must have been in training for 60 
consecutive days prior to the sale if broken 
as yearlings. If broken as two-year-olds, the 
entrants must have been in training for 90 
consecutive days. 

All entrants are subject to veterinary exami¬ 
nation for soundness and condition. All will 
be galloped at Timonium during the 10 days 
preceding the sale. 

A public showing of the two-year-olds will 
be held Sunday, May 11. All entrants will be 
exhibited under tack, and a starting gate will 
be available on that day for those ready to 


breeze from the gate. Workouts will be timed 
on that Sunday, and a bull roast will be held 
for consignors and buyers. 

Nomination fee for this sale is $25 which 
will be credited against the entry fee of $300 
if the nominee is accepted. Entry blanks may 
be obtained from either the MHBA or the 
Fasig-Tipton Company. 


Noble of Course Wins Stake 

When Dean Gaudet claimed a first-time 
starter at Delaware Park last June for $10,500 
she couldn’t have known that she was acquiring 
a stakes horse. But that is exactly what she 
got—Noble of Course last month winning 
Laurel’s $20,000-added Senatorial Stakes by a 
neck margin. 

Earning $13,140 for the Beelu Farm in the 
mile and a sixteenth 2-year-old race, the colt 
became the eighth stakes winner sired by Noble 
Jay and the first stakes winner for his trainer, 
Mrs. Gaudet, and his breeders, Ronald C. Hahn 
and Royston C. Madary, Jr. 

Consigned to the 1973 Eastern Fall Yearling 
Sales, Noble of Course was purchased from 
Hahn and Madary for $5,000 by Robert E. 
Petrin. Noble of Course made his first start on 
June 13 and was 16-1 in the betting. He won 
by three-quarters of a length but was claimed 
by Beelu Farm for whom Mrs. Gaudet is the 
trainer. 

Mrs. Gaudet reports that she had had her 
eye on the colt ever since last year’s Eastern 
Fall Sales. “I liked everything about him at the 
sale except his knees,” says trainer Eddie Gau- 
det’s former wife. "When I saw him next at 
Delaware Park I thought his knees had im¬ 
proved. So I wrote out a claim slip and took a 
chance.” 

Noble of Course is one of 17 horses that 
Mrs. Gaudet trains for the Beelu Farm of 
Emanuel and Israel Cohen and their sister, 
Lillian C. Solomon. 

Confronting only three opponents in the 
Senatorial Stakes, Noble of Course was the 
longest priced horse in the Maryland Fund 
race. King Jody, who wound up third, was the 
l-to-2 favorite. Second choice was Gordens 
Rebel, the runner up.

S. Bryce Wing 

S. Bryce Wing, one of Maryland’s strongest 
supporters of steeplechasing and foxhunting, 
died early this month at age 84. Ailing for 
many years, Mr. Wing succumbed at his home 
on Mantua Mill Road in Glyndon. 

Mr. Wing had been chairman of the com¬ 
mittee for the Maryland Hunt Cup through 
much of the 1940’s and 1950’s. 

He also had worked as a steward for Pimlico, 
Bowie and Laurel for more than 10 years 
before his retirement more than a decade ago. 

In 1967, he was given the F. Ambrose Clark 
Award for his contribution to steeplechasing 
and hunt meetings and at death he was honor¬ 
ary chairman of the National Steeplechase and 
Hunt Association.

Lecture IV. Internal Parasite Control In Horses 


By Thomas Bowman, D.V.M. 


STRONGYLES 

("Bloodworms") 

Strongylus species 

Control Of This Group Is An 
Absolute Necessity 

SIGNIFICANCE— ACUTE: Fever, loss of ap¬ 
petite, rapid weight loss, depression, etc. 

CHRONIC: Retarded growth, rough hair 
coat, general weakness, anemia, recurrent 
colic and lameness, etc. 

May lead to death in either instance. 

AGES AFFECTED—Entire population, young 
especially susceptible. 

GENERAL LIFE CYCLE—Adults live in low¬ 
er intestinal tract. Eggs passed in feces, un¬ 
dergo larval stages and the larvae are in¬ 
gested while horses graze. 

Larval stages migrate from intestinal tract 
through blood vessels and internal organs. 
Finally return to intestinal tract and develop 
into egg-laying adults. Two "groups”: 

Small Str on gyles —migration not a problem, 
great numbers, many eggs discharged, short 
life cycle (short as 8-9 weeks), very sus¬ 
ceptible to anthelmintics. 

Large Strongyles —Migration is of major con¬ 
cern, few in number, sparse egg production, 
long life cycle (6 mos.-l year), more re¬ 
sistant to anthelmintics. 

COMMENTS—Eggs require oxygen, moisture, 
and suitable temperature to hatch in 20 
hours. The larvae can reach an infective 
stage in 5-6 days. Cold slows process, but 
freezing does not destroy the eggs or larvae. 
High temperature speeds the developing 
process, but larvae are weak. Heat from com¬ 
post manure kills both eggs and larvae. The 
average larvae may live up to 3 months, but 
can live up to a year if cool and moist. Con¬ 
trol of the small strongyles is usually accom¬ 
plished simultaneously with the control of 
roundworms. Since small strongyles produce 


the majority of eggs, a reduction in stron- 
gyle eggs after worming may not be a true 
indication of success (the large strongyles 
produce few eggs, but are of more patho¬ 
logical significance). ANY INTERNAL 
PARASITE CONTROL PROGRAM 
SHOULD BE GEARED AROUND THE 
ELIMINATION AND CONTROL OF 
LARGE STRONGYLES. 

MANAGEMENT—Clip and drag pastures, 
compost manure, pick up manure in small 
areas (stalls, paddocks, etc.). 

ASCARIDS 

("Roundworms") 

Poroscoris equorum 

SIGNIFICANCE— ACUTE: Partial or com¬ 
plete obstruction of intestinal tract. 

CHRONIC: poor growth, dull hair coat, 
pneumonia, exhaustion, etc. 

AGES AFFECTED—Young horses. Adults 
may be infected, but rarely show clinical 
signs. 

GENERAL LIFE CYCLE—Adults live in 
small intestine. Eggs passed in feces, hatch 
and larva are ingested in contaminated feed 
and water. The larvae migrates to organs 
in the body and eventually to the lungs. They 
work up the air passages, are swallowed, and 
develop into mature egg-laying adults in the 
small intestine. This cycle takes about 10 
weeks. 

COMMENTS Eggs reach infective stage in 
about 14 days when proper moisture and 
temperature exist. However, they may sur¬ 
vive for up to five years. Although there is 
a resistance or immunity” which develops 
after a couple of years, eggs are found in 
many adult animals (carrier state?). 

MANAGEMENT—Proper sanitation practices 
(see Strongyles). Especially important dur¬ 
ing first few weeks of life. 
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BOTS 

Gastrophilus Species 

SIGNIFICANCE—Usually contributes to poor 
growth and conditioning. May result in death 
from rupture or perforation of the stomach. 

AGES AFFECTED—All ages. 

GENERAL LIFE CYCLE—The adult FLY 
(which lives only about 2 weeks), lays eggs 
on hair of legs, throat and neck. Eggs hatch, 
larvae enter mouth and burrow into tongue, 
gums, etc. Remain in mouth about 30 days. 
Then’pass into stomach where they attach for 
period up to 11 months. Finally passed out 
in feces and pupate in loose ground or dry 
manure. Entire cycle takes about one year. 

COMMENTS—The adult bot fly cannot eat 
nor do they bite. The fly annoys the horse by 
darting around its head and legs to lay eggs. 
Some of the eggs need licking to hatch, while 
others hatch spontaneously. Detachment of 
mature bots occurs over several months. In¬ 
festation process may continue for up to 3 
months after cessation of bot fly activity. 
TREATING FOR BOTS ONCE A YEAR 
IN LATE FALL ALLOWS THIS PROCESS 
TO PROCEED UNCHECKED THROUGH-

AGES AFFECTED—Usually detected in young, 
but all ages involved. 

GENERAL LIFE CYCLE—Female crawls from 
large intestine through rectum and deposits 
eggs around anus. Eggs are passed with feces 
and develop to infective stages in from 3 to 
5 days. The horses ingest eggs and cycle is 
repeated. 

COMMENTS—Control easily accomplished by 
sound program against ascarids. 

MANAGEMENT—Proper hygiene (see Stron- 
gyles). 


ESTABLISHING A PROGRAM 

The reason for establishing a PROGRAM, 
as opposed to treating on a random basis' 
should be evident. We are talking in terms of 
continuous CONTROL. Under practical farm 
conditions complete elimination of all internal 
parasites is not presently possible. 

Satisfactory CONTROL is dependent upon: 

1 Management practices designed to mini¬ 
mize exposure (sanitation, clipping and 
rotating pastures, isolation of new ani¬ 
mals on the farm, etc.). 

2 Administration of effective compounds 
on a periodic basis at intervals which 
will effectively interrupt the life cycle of 
the various parasites. 

3 Alternating the compounds used so as to 
increase the total spectrum of the pro¬ 
gram, and at the same time reduce the 
possible development of resistant para¬ 
site populations.

WEANLINGS, YEARLINGS—Continue asca¬ 
rid control at 8 week intervals; begin control 
of large strongyles and bots. 

ADULTS—This part of the program should 
concentrate on the control of LARGE 
STRONGYLES. The number of times the 
compounds should be administered may 
range from 2 to 6 per year depending upon 
farm conditions. Various broad spectrum 
products should be used in rotation so that 
effective control of other species will be in¬ 
corporated. A low-level daily dosage of 
phenothiazine will effectively control

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EDITORIAL 


A Welfare Program It Isn't 


being the sort of person who would rather make friends than enemies, I 
always feel a bit disturbed when I reject an article submitted to this magazine. I can 
imagine the author reading and re-reading my letter of rejection with heightened 
blood pressure and a sinking evaluation of my editorial capabilities. 

So when a letter of rejection elicits praise from the wounded author, I am com¬ 
pelled to put such an occurrence under the heading of Wonderful Things You Never 
Thought Would Happen. 

Specifically, I am referring to a letter written to Bernard J. Magill on December 
18. Five days later I received the following reply from Mr. Magill: 

Today I received your letter of rejection concerning my study on overnight races. 
Mr. Carter, let me say thanks! You couldn't have given me a better Christmas present 
even if it had been a stakes horse. I could never have agreed more fully with you 
than in your .opinions. You said in one paragraph (Paragraph 5) what I tried to say 
in twelve pages of the study. 

My objective in this study was not to argue for an increase in the number of 
cheap races, but rather to communicate to the Maryland racing community exactly 
what you expressed in your opinions. . . For those individuals who don't have major 
working capital, who breed to inferior stock, and who maintain racing stock below 
the level of Maryland quality, a heart full of sympathy should be extended. I had 
hoped by having my study of overnight races published in The Maryland Horse that 
people in these categories would read the data I had compiled and take action 
to abandon the Maryland racing industry and/or transfer their interests to other 
states. These steps, I believe, would promote the Maryland breeding industry far 
beyond the level that is currently maintained. 

"One of your editorials on the last page of The Maryland Horse quoting exactly 
Paragraph 5 of your letter to me would be an excellent and outstanding editorial in 
my opinion." 

Succumbing to such rare flattery, I now feel compelled to follow Mr. Magill's 
suggestion. 

The paragraph to which he refers reads: 

"The one basic point on which you and I disagree is this: Racing, to me, is a 
major industry, requiring major capital. Persons without major capital are welcome 
to compete (and everyone wishes them luck) but their lack of funds should not lessen 
the quality of the industry. Racing is not a welfare program in which the poor are 
provided subsidies. It is a business in which those with the best stock properly earn 
the most money. There is no industry that I know of which provides subsidies for those 
who may be under-financed. Racing should be no exception."
